Iu the abstnce ol Chairman Swapp 
}lr. Everett presided. 


>Cr. Thompson for the High school com- 


mittee asked for 3100 for the closing ex- 
ercises o( the High school to be held June 
24 in the High school hall; 575 for the 
physical culture drill ot the girls' battal- 
ion to be held May 21; and 3125 for ilie 
field day of the High School battalion, to 
be held May 22, 


The committee on teachers reported in 


favor ot granting a certillcate ol the first 
grade to S. A. O'Leary, a graduate of 
Dartmouth college. 
Both reports were 


accepted and the recommendations adopt- 
ed. 


The r.ommittee appointed to investigate 


the truant commissioners' department re- 
ported as follows: 


1. Twice each week the truant officers 


shall call upon the principal of each 
school, grammar and .primary alike; ob- 
tain a list of the coses ; needing attention, 
and, 
if possible, investigate the%i the 


siirae Quy. As soon as investigated they 
Hhnll mail a reply to the principal of the 
school. The work should be so arranged 
thftt they could leave the office at 8 a. m. 
and 1.15 p. m. in order to reach the first 
school at the opening of the session. This 
will correct one of the chief weaknesses 
of the system. 


2. 
%Ve,recommend that especial atten- 


tion be given to the Saturday work each 
weok. ThU is the day when parents can 
l«-.it be found, and it should be tlie day of 
fullest work for the truuut officers. 
- 3, Occasional .evening 
work when 


needed aud'regular Saturday" work are 
certainly needed. 
"VYe wish to state . that 


the present officers are quite agreeable.,, to 
this idea.

other times, unless special emergency re- 
quires.

6. Finally, we see no reason, with the 


statutes so plainly demanding the utf.teml- 
ance of children of certain ages, why the 
whole police force of this citj should not 
be u useful adjunct to the oflicinl force of 
the school department in carrying out this 
work, and we earnestly recommend that 
tlie police commission be consulted and 
their co-operation sought in enforcing the 
luw. It these recomiucimlutions be cure 
ried out, we believe tlnit the present forc- 
of tlire.e truant officers is (jutr. yuilUcifeiit for 
the truant and supply work of our schools. 


Mr. Mulligan asked if the committee be- 


lieved it wise to liave tlie truant commis- 
sioners deliver supplies ]n connection 
witli their own duties. 
lie though; it 


better to have one man devote his entire 
time to preparing and delivering supplies, 
and allow the truant commissioners to 
perform their own duties. 


Dr. Martin said that of course in case of 


uny emergency* tlie man in the supply de- 
partment can oe pressed into service in 
delivering supplies. 


Mr. Schoolcruft reported that the com- 


mittee on music had engaged a piano for 
the High school. The report \vas accepted. 


Mr. Schoolcra ft moved that the matter 


of excusing pupils from taking the miLsic 
lessons be left Co the dihcretionof the prin- 
cipal ul tho school, and Dr. Rix, the music 
teacher. 


Dr. Martin reported thftt commissions 


for officers of^the High .school battalion 
will bo presented at the annual Held day 
exercises, and past officers will receive 
their commissions upon application. 


Mr. NValter G. Tucker, agent for the 


underwriter's fire extinguisher, addressed 
the board on the merits of the extinguisher 
and quoted statistics ^showing the great 
danger of fire in schools where children 
ure assembled and in institutions. 


Supt. "SVhitconib lead ii paper advo- 


cating that some action be taken toward 
introducing medical inspection into our 
schools. 


Dr. Kelly moved that the matter be re- 


ferred to the committee on school house 
nnd hygiene. 


Dr. Martin spoke in favor of the motion 


and advocated its adoption. 


He said ho intended to spenk on the 


matter of clean school rooms. He thought 
the school board should have supervision 
of schools, and not have such a condition 
of affairs exist that u cominitte^man can 
go into a school room and ask a janitor to 
clean a room, only to have the latter snap 
his fingers at him" He said he would like 
to be able to go iu and have his schools 
cleaned as he wanted them, but he be- 
lieved some of the janitors are not 
suffi- 


ciently intelligent to do this. He wanted 
to have a systematic cleaning of school 
rooms and not have dust an eight of an 
inch deep on the walls, as is the cose in 
simie ot his schools. He asktd Dr. Kelly 
to include iu his motion that the care and 
cleanliness of school houses he referred to 
tlie committee on hygiene and school 
houses, and also that tlie committee appear 
before the superintendent of lands and 
buildings and request that the school 
board be giv.e^i supervision o£ the- duties 
of school janitors. 


Dr. Kelly accepted the suggestions, and 


they were embodied in the motion,. which, 
passed unanimously". ' 
.

It was voted to request Supt. AVhitcomb 


to aupear before the lands and buildiugs 
committee and 
ask. that heat regula- 


tors be placed in the new Bartlett school. 


The.board then adjourned.

Senator-Elect Foraker Again 


Heard From.;

Boston. April 28.—The GraTit dinner of 


the Middlesex club at the Brunswick 
last night In honor of the birthday oi 
the great general was a fitting closing 
of-the banquet- season. Not only did the 
entire membership of the club turn out 
to meet the Invited guests, but thesi'eat 
banquet hall of the hotel was fllled.wlth 
many of the most prominent citizens 
of the commonwealth. 
^ 


The guests of the evening—General 


LonJBtreet of. the .Confederate army, 
Joseph B. Foraker. of Ohio, James P. 
Hoyt of Ohio. Senator Thurston of-Ne-; 
braska and Lieutenant Governor Wol- 
tott—were seated In places of prom- 
inence near the.president of the club, 
ex-Governor Brackett, and all were 
greeted -with most enthusiastic applause. 


Governor "Wolcott's speech of wel- 


come was of the most generous charac- 
ter and full of broad liberal sentiment, 
and found a. fitting response In the hearts 
of the great assembly. 


General Longstreet, when Introduced, 


was very warmly greeted. He said: 


"Grant returned to :;ervice la the 


United States army In the .hour of san- 
guinary war, at the head of a regiment 
of volunteers. His work soon drew the 
attention of his superiors, and he began 
to rise. Modest, as a. maiden, the heavy 
blows of the strong arm of an AJax were 
all there w"as to tell the story of work 
that pushed him up, until at the end of 
two years he found himself above all 
olncers that held superior rank, com- 
manding armies of a million soldiers, 
spread out. over lines of thousands of 
miles, yet humbly submissive to the gov- 
erhment he so ably defended. If another 
record marks such an epoch, I fall to re- 
cajl1L 
."Of all Union commanders he was 
thfi ' great leader who accurately sur- 
veyed the great field of war, the elements 
of strength and points of error, and con- 
sidered the vast means so necessary to 
solve the problem. He realized the Im- 
portance of covering the granaries of the 
south, and applied his early energies and 
talents to holding Kentucky and-Ten- 
ness.ee, moving swiftly to the capture of 
Fort Henry and Fort Donaldson. There 
his prescient mind called-for the-undis- 
turbed flow of commerce~through the 
"Great' Father of waters." from the 
mountains to the sea. 


"When offered the high command of 


armies'of the United States, the lieuten- 
ant general declined to be responsible for 
the result of the operations unless he- 
cfenld be assigned to exclusive authority 
over the movements of those armies. He 
knew that the times called for aggressive 
wnrk, and.though It essential to success 
that all should act In co-ordinate con- 
Junction; that to offer battle by orn; 
army, while others were Inactive, would 
bt a waste of strength, while giving the 
enemy time and.qpportunlty, by skillful 
use of his Interior lines, to concentrate 
in greater force against his Isolated 
army, giving advantage over him that 
must make futile such operations by de- 
tachments, and strengthen the enemy's 
cause. 


"This condition the war secretary re- 


fused him. but President Lincoln, after 
mature deliberation, found the Import- 
ance of the suggestion and its harden- 
ing influence for successful work, and 
ordered Grant, to assume command and 
exercise full authority In working out 
his own plans. 


"I knew Grant as a ca^st; from boy- 


hood to Mount Magregor; served In the 
fourth 
United States regiment of In- 


fantry with hirh, oh his entrance into ac- 
tive army life, and we were together in 
"Worth's division., of Scott's army'ot 
Mexico, where he was known and es- 
teemed as one of Its most gallant and 
promising young1 lieutenants. He. was 
on the start of General Garland, my 
father-in-law. 


"Our first meeting In combat during the 


Internecine war-was in the wilderness, 
on the 6th of May. 1864, where I received 
his mark that must go with me to the 
resurrection morn, but our personal feel- 
ings and relations were never changed." 


Fpraker's Address. 


Senator-Elect Foraker, who followed, 


thanked the club for the opportunity of 
vlaltlng Boston. He said: "Grant must 
always be thought of as a soldier, for 
that overshadowed everything. 
The 


great battles of the war from Fort Don- 
aldson to Appomatox place him among 
the greatest generals of the world. 
Fortunately his career did not end there. 
To the hour that Lee surrendered we had 
seen only one side of jils character. He 
revealed another side when he refused 
Lee'B sword and directed that the Con- 
federates take their horses home for the 
spring plowing. That was a command- 
ing Invitation, for peace. This showed 
thatfit was a< fight which was not for 
humiliation, but for us all to go on to a 
common destiny and a common glory. 


"This marked him as a Republican. As 
a Republican he maintained that this 
was a-Union; no state was. at liberty to 
secede when it saw fit. He believed In 
humane liberty.' 
He believed that no 


country could be prosperous unless It 
developed Its Iron resources, and .that 
made him an unqualified protectionist. 
'He believed: that it -was necessary to 
conduct business to have the credit of 
the country maintained. "We study the 
lives of persons and "we draw lessons 
from them. -I do not know which would 
be his choice at the St. Louis convention.

Course of Action Suggested to 
Organized Labor—How the Au- 
thor of "Altruria" Would Han- 
dle Some Knotty Problems. 


[Special Correspondence.! 


Repeatedly tho question has been ask- 


*d, \7hat is tho cause of the rapid in- 
crc.iBS of OUT- cities lit tho expense of the 
agriculraral Txipnlation? The reason is 
that in any city or town men rcceivo 
the benefits of co-operation. It is true 
that this co-operation is rendered uucou- 
sciously, but even hajihazord co-optra- 
tiou yields Eruch benefits as will maka 
rural life but semicivilized iu compari- 
son. On' the other h:uid, if the rural pop- 
•alatiou were to adopt (lie bcs't mode of 
living, ;i co-openitive forrn, so great aud 
manifold ivoiild be its blessings tliat 
city life -would be barbaric beside it, 
uiid the tendency-of populatiou would bo 
toward the couuti-y and away from tho 
cities. That tendency \vould compel the 
solution of u number of ruQiiici])a] prob- 
lems whic-)i are uoiv allowed to fester— 
to eat into the very Konls of tho \vrbaa 
poor. It wonld also abolish poverty, for 
no one vouhl cschaugo tJio freedom, iu- 
dc-pc-ndenco and profitableness of rural 
lifo under the altruriau plan for city or 
industrial lifo unless lie received tempt- 
iug ^^'u3es—wages which wonld "support 
:uiy self respecting man in a respectable 
milliner. Consequently there-\vould be no 
poor. 
The wagewortcr would be the 


peer in income and social standing of 
the majority of professional and busi- 
ness mon. 
And, upon such equality of • 


recompense aud recognition being de- 
nied him, he -would return to the conn- 
try, where he would be an absolute sov- 
ereign, hi regard to the source of his BUS- 
ten;uice:—tho peer of his fellows in so- 
ciety. Tho wages of labor are regulated 
by the law of supply and demand. 
In 


the case stated the industrial demand 
wonld be constantly kept at a tension, 
because men would prefer their better 
conditions in the country. 


Man's inherent dee ire for social pleas- 


ures imd excitement is also a factor in 
causing men to congregate in the cities. 
Under the plan of co-operative rural lifo 
this desire would be limply gratified in 
the country. He would find that snch u 
sy-uom afforded him all the benefits of 
city life, aud -without any of its dhad- 
vaiitages and vieiousness. 
It -would be 


the idcvil staudard of life forrnon, to re- 
liuquis'ii ""which greater -compensation 
would have to be offered him by all in- 
dustrial operators and employers. This 
greater compensation wouJd have a 
money value which would express itself 
in higher wages, enabling all wage 
eiu-uei^ to regain and maintain their so- 
cial manhood. The sen-ant then would 
si^aiu become a neighbor, lielper who did 
nut surrender his manhood, for ha 
would not bean inferior, but-an equal 
who had marls a contract to perform a 
certain work for a special price, and 
the employer, knowing that the man 
could readily enter upon 11 perfectly in- 
dependent life, would be careful not to 
taic advantage of or offer offenses to his 
helper. There would be approximate so- 
cial equality and friendship between 
them. The menial would not exist, and 
therefore could not bo employed and 
cuddled and cuffed about. Men wonld \ 
bo men whatever vocation' they follow- : 
fd. 
| 


But can such a reformation be | 


wrought? Yes, undoubtedly and quick- \ 
ly. The first step is the organization of~ 
one co-operative towuship on the plan 
given in "Altruria. " That township a 
success, other townships will copy tho 
pr.ttern of the new life. 
\ 


But what is tho first step? 
IS our labor unions, instead of accu- 


mulating .strike funds, would accu- 
mulate capital to, buy a township of 
laid (which can be had at from $5 to 
$25 per acre) and organize a corpora- 
tion to control and operate it, after the 
pattern of a rail way'corporation, they 
would not only become self employing, 
but they would employ capital as their 
servaut instead of being servants to it. 


The land :iud improvements (build- 


ings, etc.) could be bonded arid tho 
bonds sold to the investing public. Aft- 
er these bonds were paid off—in, say, 50 
years—the land would be forever free. 
By this operation the stockholders 
•would have all their own capital free to 
buy live stock, implements, etc., while 
if each stockholder bought a farm for 
himself the bulk of his capital would bo 
sunk in tho purchase of land, or if ho 
bought with borrowed money; he would 
have to pay from 8 to 16 per cent inter- 
est, whereis, en the cooperative plan, 
he could obtain the money needed to buy 
land ;itfi><m 2^4. to G per cent interest. 
This slaving in interest alDne would in 
tho course of five years amount to a 
competency for each stockholder. 


After issuing the bends and securing 


the capital to buy tie land and improve- 
ments stock should be issued to the co- 
operators on t5ie building and loan plan, 
to be paid for in installments', or in one 
payment at a, discount from par, thus 
Enabling men without capital to join in 
the cntcrprisR. There -would also be no 
wbitraiy limit to the amount of stock 
Issue, so that each newcomer or each 
child upon reaching his majority could 
obtain his equal share of stock (the 
maximum amount allowed) by subscrib- 
iug_for it and paying for it in cash or 
installments. 
There would be no stock 


issued except such as was or wonld bo 
r.ctnally.paid for. Thus one generation 
could nbc gr;isp tho profits of the next 
Ly .saddling them with watered, stock. 
It would, be impossible to anticipate the 


pronts ot Eicceeaing years. But the en- 
tiro annual profit of production over 
the interest: due on the bonds would 
accrue to tho ptockholders who by their 
labor earned it. The present generation 
engaging in such an enterprise would 
achieve a handsome competency while 
enjoying the advantages and comforts 
(,f the highest form of civilization, and 
their children would hove exactly the 
tame chance, and so would succeedi:ig 
jeucrationsfor all time or as long as tho 
system was maintained. 


While the plan would work a revolu- 


tion, it is not revolutionary. It is mere- 
ly an adaptation of economic methods 
which are today used by tho few at the 
unjust expense of the many. 
But so 


great an advance wou'ld this mode of 
life cause lu everything which makes 
for the good of humanity that our pres- 
ent degree of civilization would appear 
barbaric beside it, and the establishing 
of ono "Altruria" would be an exam- 
ple that would promptly be followed by 
all the people in every township of the. 
country. 
Competition wonld indeed 


compel them to tako the step for the 
new mode of iuuustry, and life would 
be somuch more profitable that itwould 
be an evident loss for each year it was 
riot adopted. 


Under such a system self 
interest 


would preclude most if not all the vicee 
which now afflict society. 
It wonld 


speedily become self evident that social 
as well as private virtue had a great 
and an actual cash value. 
Disease and 


suffering would for .the same reason bo 
minimized. It would be the best invest- 
ment to take measures ,to prevent them. 
Tho social evil would never gain a foot- 
hold in snch a place,1 for, all citizens 
having an approximate equality of 
means, none would'be rich enough to 
buy and none poor enough to sell their 
virtue, but tho good, .old fashioned in- 
stitution of matrimony would flourish 
because all fitted for this state would bo 
from the start and all through life guar- 
anteed an ample subsistence.

Problem of tbo U^mployed* 


The question of the- unemployed ifl 


the worst symptom of the social disease. 
Even iu New Testament times the ques- 
tion was evidently to the fore. You will 
remember the men. who stood idle in 
tho market place because 110 one had 
hired them and tho trouble that rose 
from their employment. That was tho 
first trades union move. But the prob- 
lem was not such as we have now, for. 
the employer was criticised because he 
paid more tlian the market rate for la- 
bor instead of less. In tho time of Hen- 
ry VIII they used to call the unemploy- 
ed tramps ".sturdy beggars," and when 
caught -begging and tramping tho third 
time they were hanged. 
This method 


would not settle- tha question now, I'm 
afraid.' 


It is silly to call the reason overpro- 


duction, because one cannot fairly say 
there has been un overproduction of 
shoes until no one goes barefoot, or of 
clothes till no one is ragged. I want to 
set you right on one subject. Preaching 
thrift and temperance won't solve the 
problem. If a man reforms and gets 
work, it only throws ouc some one else. 
It won't creato work. It may raise tho 
standard of living, but it does not help 
the labor problem. ' I think the reason 
for so many men boing unemployed is 
that they are shut off from tho resources 
of nature—the laud, the coal and iron— 
and natural work .in general. There is 
no danger of overcrowding the wonder- 
ful spaces of this country.—Ernest Cros- 
by.

New Yorlc, April 28.—The Advertiser 


says: "J believe that Cai-l Felgenbaum, 
whom you have just seen put to death In 
the electric- chair, can easily be connect- 
ed wllh the Jack-the-Rlpper murders In 
"U'hkecriapel, London." 


Felsenbau.-n was killed yesterday In 


Sing Sing prison, and this statement was ' 
made by his counsel, William S. Lawton. 
Before sr.eaklr.g the lawyer explained i 
that he revealed the secret oE the dead | 
because- he felt It to be his duty to science'! 
and to law. Lawyer Lawton then began 
the recital of a story on which, he said, 
he based his belief that Felgenbaum had 
been guilty of perhaps a dozen butcher- 
ies. 


"One night I stayed with him for over 


two hours," he said, "and he told me that 
for years he had been the victim of a 
malady, 
a. disease that periodically 


preyed upon him, and which forced him, 
in spite of himself, to satisfy an Incar- 
nute love he had for woman by murder- 
Ing and mutilating her. I was so star- 
tled that for the moment I did not know 
what to do. 


"The Jack-the-Klpper butcheries oc- 


curred to me, and I began to search Fei- 
genbaum's record. 
I learned that he 


was In Wisconsin at the time the coun- 
try was startled by the news of the mur- 
der arid mutilation of several women 
there. Then I communicated with Lon- 
don, and discovered that Felgenbaum. 
was also 
there when so many fallen 


women fell victims to the knife oE some 
mysterious assassin. 
I questioned Fel- 


genbaum closely.and found that he could 
converse with Intelligence on surgery 
and dissection, .but whe^ asked 
If he 


knew anything about these subjects he 
would feign tin Ignorance that was un- 
natural." 


Other points advanced 'by Lawyer 


Lawton were, first, that the knife with 
which he killed Mrs. Hoffman was found 
to have on It old blood stains. Again, 
Felgenbaum was known to have used 
many aliases, but only in 
different 


towns. As a matter of fact, his real name 


i Is Karl Zahn, and he never would ex- 


plain why he changed 
It. "The 
man 


was a devil," concluded Mr. Lawton. 
','His motive for the crime was the fright- 
ful desire for mutilation."

Boston, April .23.—The "following bul- 


letin is Issued by the New England sec- 
tion of the climate and crop service ol 
the weather bureau. United States de- 
partment of agriculture, J. Warren 
Smith, director: - 


The heavy rain of Oct 12-14 in southern 


New England, with the warm weather 
following In November, gave grass and j 
winter grain a good start, and the'win-' 
ter closed with these crops In better con- 
dition than usual. 


The warm weather of the last part of 


December left the ground very open, and 
the small shrubs and fruit trees In a ten- 
der condition, so that the extreme cold 
of Jan. 4 to S did considerable damage. 
In eastern Massachusetts peaches es- 
pecially were badly injured. In Connec- 
ticut the greatest damage to -peaches 
was In the cold wave of Feb. 17 arid IS. 


The snow held off much later than 


usual, especially in the north, and tha 
frequent freezing and thawing has In- 
jured some clover fields. 


March was very rough and stormy, 


with an excessive precipitation and de- 
ficient temperature. 


The first part of April was cool, and 


the season backward, but the last haL! 
has been unusually warm and spring- 
like,and all vegetation has come forward 
with a rusii. The maple sugai- season 
was short but excellent the third week 
of the month being reported one of the 
best for the run of sap on record.

sharp thunderstorm did considerable 
damage on April 37 in Windsor county, 
Vermont.

Pleasant weather has prevailed In New 


England during the past week, with 
moderately.warm days, but cool nights.

Ings of the 23d and 25th in Rhode Isl- 
and, but there are no reports of damaga 
from them. The weather has been very 
favorable for tarm work In the southern 
part of the state, and it is well undei 
way. Some farmers have all their pota- 
toes In; others have fields of oats well 
advanced. The rains o£ the 21st and 22d 
gave about half an inch of raiuover thia 
state.and It has given grass a rapid start. 


In northern Connecticut, very- littltj

"Grant 'returned to service in the 


United Stateu army In the hour of san- 
guinary war. at Ihc head of a regiment 
of volunteers. His work soor. drew the 
attention of his superiors, and he betjan 
to rise. Modest as a maiden, the heavy 
blows of the itrong arm of an AJax -were 
ull thero wag to tell the story of worlc 
that pushed him up, until at the end of 
two years h« found himself above all j 
ollicers that held superior rank, com- 
inundine armies of a million soldiers, 
spread out over lines of thousands ol 
rnliea. yet humbly submissive to the gov- 
ernment he so ably defended. If another 
record marks such an epoch, I fall to re- 
cull It. 


"Of all Union commanders he was 


the sreat leader who accurately sur- 
veyed the great rleldof war, the elements 
of strength and points of error, and con- 
sidered the vast means so necessary to 
solve the problem. He realized the im- 
jjurtance of covering the primaries of the 
si'Uth, and applied his early energies and 
tuiuuta to holding Kentucky ana Ten- 
nessee, moving swiftly to the capture o! 
Fort Henry and Fort Donaldson. There 
lila prescient mind called for the UTJdis- 
turbed How ot commerce through the 
"Great'1, Father of waters," from tho 
mountains to the soa. 


"When offered the hisrh command of 


armies of the Unltod States, the lieuten- 
ant general declined to be responsible for 
the result oi the operations unless he 
could be assigned to exclusive authority 
over the movements of those armies. He 
knew that the times called for aggressive 
work, and though it essential to success 
that all should act in co-ordinate con- 
junction; that to offer battle by 
army, while others were 
be a waste ot strength 
enemy time and opportunity, by skillful 
use of his interior lines, to concentrate 
in greater force against his isolated 
army, giving advantage over him that 
must make futile such operations by de- 
tachments, and- strengthen the enemy's 
c:uise.

He would find that such a 
system afforded him all the benefits of 
city life and without any of its d:"ad- 
vantages and viciousness. It -would be 
the ideal standard of life for man, to re- 
linquish which greater compensation 
would have to be offered him by. all in- 
dustrial operators arid employers. Thia 
greater compensation would have a 
money value which would express itself 
in higher wages, enabling all wage 
earners to regain and maintain their so- 
cial manhood. The servant then would 
again become a neighbor, helper who did 
not surrender his manhood, for he 
would uoc bo an'inferior, but an. equal 
who had made a contract to perform a 
certain work for a special price, aud 
.the employer, knowing that the man 
could readily enter upon a perfectly in- 
dependent life, would be careful not to 
take advantage of or offer offenses to hia 
helper. There wonld be approximate so- 
cial equality and friendship between 
them. The menial would not exist, and 
therefore could not be employed and 
cudgeled and cuffed about. Men wonld 
bs men whatever vocation they follow- 
ed. 


But can such, a reformation bo 


wrought? Tea, undoubtedly and quick- 
ly. The first step is the organization' of 
one co-opeftttive township' on the plan 
given in "Altruria," That township a 
success, other townships will copy"the 
pr.ttern of the new life. 


But what is the first step? 
If our labor unions, instead of accu- 


mulating strike fundsj would accu- 
mulate capital to buy a township of j 
land (which con be had at from §5 to 
$25 per acre) and organize . a corpora- 
tion to coutrol and operate it, after tho 
pattern of n. railway corporation, they 
would not only become self employing, 
but tbey would employ capital as their 


prorits ol succeeding years. ±)ut trie en- 
tire annual profit of production over 
the interest due on the bonds would 
accrue to the stockholders who by their 
labor earned it.- The present generation 
engaging in such an enterprise would 
acliieve a handsome competency while 
enjoying the advantages and comforts 
of the highest form of civilization, and 
their children would have exactly the 
eame chance, and so would succeeding 
Ienerations for all time or as long as tho 
system was maintained. 


AVhile the plan would work a revolu- 


tion, it is not revolutionary. It is mere- 
ly an adaptation of economic methods 
which are today used by the few at the 
unjust expense of the many. 
Bnt so 


great an advance wordd this mode of 
lifo canso in everything which, makes 
for the good of humanity that our pres- 
ent degree of civilization wonld appear 
barbaric beside it, and the establishing 
of one "Altruria" would be an exam- 
ple that would promptly be followed by 
all the people in every township of the 
country. 
Competition would indeed 


compel them to take the step for the 
new mode of industry, and life would 
be so much more profitable that it would 
bo an evident loss for each year it was 
not adopted. 


Under such B syst€m self interest 


would preclude most if not all the vices 
which now afflict society. 
It wonld 


speedily become self evident that social 
as well as private virtue had a great 
and an actual cash value. 
Disease and 


Buffering would for the same reason be 
minimized. It would be the best invest- 
ment to take measures to prevent them. 
Thd social evil would never gain, a foot- 
hold in such a place, for, all citizens 
having an approximate 
equality of 


meitns, none would be ricn enough to 
buy and none poor enough to sell their 
virtue, but the good, old fashioned in- 
stitution of matrimony would flourish 
because all fitted for this state would be 
from the start and all through, life guar- 
anteed an ample subsistence.

You will 
remember the men who stood idle in 
the market place because no one had 
hired them and the trouble that rose 
froia>t]ieir employment That was the 
first trades union move. 
But the prob- 


lem was noc such as we have now, for 
the employer was criticised because he 
paid more tlmTi the market rate for la- 
bor instead of less. In the time of Hen- 
ry YHE they used to coll the unemploy- 
ed tramps ' 'sturdy beggars, "and when 
caught begging and tramping the third 
timi) they were hanged.1 This method 
wonld not sertle the question now, I'm 
afraid. 


It is silly to coll the reason overpro- 


duction, because one cannot fairly say 
there has been an overproduction o£ 
shoes until no one goes barefoot, or of 
clothes till no one is ragged. I want to 
set you right on one subject Preaching 
thrift and temperance won't solve the 
problem. 
If a man reforms and geta 


work, it only throws out some one else. 
It won't create work. It may raise tho 
standard of living, but it does not help 
the labor problem. I think the reason 
for so many men being unemployed i.i 
that they are shut off from the resources 
of nature—the land, the coal and iron— 
and natural work in general. There in 
no danger of overcrowding the wonder- 
ful spaces of this country.—Ernest Oros- 
by.

"One night I stayed "\vlth him for over 


nvo hours," he aald, "and he told me that 
for years he had been the victim of a 
malady, a disease that periodically 
preyed upon him, and which forced him, j 
In spite of himself, to satisfy an Incar- j 
rate love he had for woman by murder- \ 
Inp and mutilating her. I was so star- j 
tied chat for the moment I did not know 
•\vhat to do. 


"The Jack-tbe-JlJpper butcheries oc- 


curred to me, and I began to search Fel- 
genbaum's record. 
I learned that he 


was In Wisconsin at the time the coun- 
try was startled by the news of the mur- 
der and mutilation of several women 
there. Then I communicated with Lon- 
don, 
and discovered that Felgenbaum 


was also there when so many fallen 
women fell victims to the Icni/e of some 
mysterious assassin. 
I questionedFel- 


genbaum closely.and found that he could 
converse "with Intelligence on surgery 
and dissection, but when asked 
If he 


knew anything about these subjects he 
would feign un Ignorance that -was un- 
natural." 


Other points advanced by Lawyer 


Lawton were, first, that the knife wlta 
which he killed Mrs. Hoffman was found 
to have on It old blood stains. Again, 
Felgenbaum was known to have used 
many aliases, 
but only In different 


towns. As a. matter of fact, his real name 
la -Karl Zahn, and he never would ex- 
plain why he changed it. "The man 
was a devil," concluded Mr. Lawton. 
"His moti ve for the crime was the frlg-h t- 
ful desire lor mutilation,"

every available seat In the courtroom 
filled, but the occupancy of standing 
room in narrow passages was permitted.

THE WINTER WEATHER UN- 


L FAVORABLE TO GRAIN'. 


What the Outlook for the 


Farmers. 


Boston, April 25.—The.following bul- 


letin is issued by the New .England sec- 
tion of the climate and crop fiervlce of 
the weather bureau, United States de- 
partment of agriculture, J. Warren 
Smith, director: 


The heavy rain of Oct. 12-14 In southern 


New England, with the warm weather 
following in November, -gave grass and 
winter grain a good start, and the win- 
ter closed with these crops in better con- 
dition.than usual. 
' • 


The warm weather of the last part ol 


December left the ground very open, and 
the small shrubs and fruit trees In a ten- 
der condition, so that the extreme cold 
of Jan. 4 to S did considerable damage. 
In eastern Massachusetts peaches es- 
pecially were badly Injured. In Connec- 
ticut the greatest damage to peaches 
was in the cold wave of Feb. 17 and 18. 


The snow held off miich: later than 


usual, especially In the north, and the 
frequent freezing and thawing has In- 
jured some clover fields. - 
. " 


March was very rough and stormy, 


with an excessive precipitation and de- 
ficient temperature. 


The first part of April -was cool, and 


the season backward, hut the last half 
has been unusually warm and spring- 
like,and all vegetation has come forward 
with a rush. The maple sugar season 
-\vas short but excellent the third week 
or the month being reported/one of the 
best for the run of sap on' record.

sharp thunderstorm 
did considerable 


damage on April 17 in Windsor county, 
Vermont. Following is.the; bulletin for 
the week ending April 27: 


Pleasant weather has prevailed in New- 


England during the past week, with 
moderately warm days, but cool nights. 
Very little rain has fallen in any section. 


In the southern part of the three north- 


ern states plowing has begun to consid- 
erable extent, and some peas and early 
potatoes have been put. In. 
In more 


northern districts the frost is not all out 
of the ground, and except on the dry 
knolls the ground Is too wet and cold foi 
much work.

Rain -\vould do much good in all parts 


of Massachusetts, and especially In the 
southeastern part of the state. There 
the top of the Rround,is very dry. and the 
season Is somewhat backward. Consid- 
erable plowing and planting lip.s-.been 
done on the uplands and In the eastern 
part of the state, but In the mountains 
vest of the Connecticut valley, and In- 
the lowlands of the valleys.lt is generally 
too wet to plow or.plant to any extent. 
In 'Middlesex and Essex counties the 
ground is in good working condition, 
and planting is beinff pushed as fast as 
the tool weather will admit. Early beets, 
radishes, etc., are coming up, and some 
cabbages have been set out. Caterpil- 
lars are beginning to come out. One cor- 
respondent in western "Worcester county 
thinks the frosts of the week have 
worked considerable Injury to fruit buds, 
but others do not fear damage In this 
direction, except where an occasional 
tree stands in the most favorable loca- 
tion for rapid growth. 


"White frosts prevailed on the morn- 


Ings of the 23d and 25th In Khode Isl- 
and, 
.but there are no reports of damaga 


from them. The weather has been verj1 
favorable for farm work in the southern 
part of the state, and it is well undei 
way. Some farmers have all their pota- 
toes in; others-have fields of oats well 
advanced. The rains of the 21st and 2£d 
gave about half an Inch of rain over this 
Btate.and it has given grass a rapid start 


In northern Connecticut very little 


rain has fallen during the week, but In 
southern districts the fall on the 22d 
was from three-fourths of an inch to 
nne inch, and much good has .resulted. 
Pastures and fields have a good start, 
and In some localities cattle have been 
turned out. The winter was generally 
unfavorable for wheat and rye, but cha 
conditions have improved greatly, and 
nearly all correspondents report winter 
grains to be looking very well, with little 
indications of this being winter killed. 
Cherry and plum trees are In bloom In 
the most forward sections, but there la 
not generally a very Cull blossom. The 
correspondent at "Woodbrldge reports 
that the average date of apple bloom, 
for 20 years, Is about May 12, while the 
apple buds are showing red there now, 
and will be out in a day or two more— 
nearly two weeks ahead of the average.
